Salaries Overrated and the Expenses
Are Heavy.

ONE SINGER HAS TO PAY A CLAQUE

Coat of Putting On a Small Play—
One Big Act for Which the
Theater Manuger Pays
Nothing.

At this season of the year the stars talk
gayly of thelr chances to go Into vaude-
vill=. One has an offer of $1.600 a week for
thirty weaks, another I8 coquoting with an
agent that offers her §2,000, while a come-
dian doesn't know whether or not ha'ought
to abandon his position a8 a musical com-
edy star and take 53,000 for the sensan. One
mature comedieune really has gone over to
the two ahows a day plan. Bhe is a comle
star of position and is said to be getting
SLM0 n weak.

"Yes," sald & vaudeville manager to the
question, *‘they do get large salaries, al-
though the figures are nothing llke those
given out to the public. Thke the case of
an English girl who was here last winter
who wus sald to be getting §1.500 a weak
She got sbout half of that. But she had
expenses. BHhe had a manager to #es that
#he got her money mll right, and then she
hnd to carry everywhere twernty-five hoeel-
ors with her. This clague was not necos-
sary to flatter her pride. Tt was needed to
keep her befors the audience long enough.
